I am an Associate of Dr. Stephanie Seidman, who is an attorney of record for the above- 
captioned patent. The above-identified patent lists Lin ZHI, Cornelis Arjan VAN OEVEREN, 
Jyun-Hung CHEN and Robert I. HIGUCHI as joint inventors. I have investigated inventorship 
of the subject matter disclosed in the application and claimed in the issued patent. I have 
reviewed signed and dated laboratory notebooks describing laboratory work related to the subject 
matter disclosed in the patent application underlying the issued patent and the claims of the issued 
patent. From my investigation and review, I concluded that Dr. Zhi and Dr. Van Oeveren 
contributed to the conception of subject matter in the issued claims. 

I provided an electronic copy of the published application (US Pat. Pub. No. 2002- 
0183346) to Dr. Chen and Dr. Higuchi via e-mail on August 1 8, 2008 and requested that each 
review the specification. Dr. Chen and Dr. Higuchi confirmed receipt of the e-mail and each 
scheduled a telephone conference with me to discuss his contributions to the subject matter of 
the underlying application and issued claims. 

On August 20, 2008, 1 interviewed Jyun-Hung Chen to assess his contributions to the 
subject matter of the issued claims. As recited in the attached Statement, Dr. Chen stated that he 
worked on developing the tricyclic angular quinoline series of formulae I-IV (the angular 
compounds where n is 1). Dr. Chen stated that he did not work on or contribute to the 
development of the angular indole or indoline compounds (the angular compounds where n is 0) 
in the issued claims. Thus, I concluded that he did not contribute to the conception of any issued 
claim of U.S. Pat. No. 7,026,484. 
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On August 29, 2008, 1 interviewed Robert I. Higuchi to assess his contributions to the 
subject matter of the issued claims. As recited in his Statement, Dr. Higuchi stated that he 
worked on developing the linear tricyclic quinoline series of formulae V-VIII and on 3,4- 
dihydro-2//-pyrano[2,3-/|quinolin-8(7//)-ones (compounds having a structure set forth as 
Compound 40 of the patent). Dr. Higuchi stated that he did not work on or contribute to the 
angular indole or indoline compounds (the angular compounds of formulae I-IV where n is 0) in 
the issued claims. Thus, I concluded that he did not contribute to the conception of any issued 
claim of U.S. Pat. No. 7,026,484. 

Dr. Chen and Dr. Higuchi each have executed a Statement in which each agrees to the 
change in inventorship proposed in this Petition. 
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
